NO DOLE WITHOUT WORK’ 


Belgian Government So Decrees 
and Cuts Relief Funds. 
By the Associated Press. 

BRUSSELS, Dec. 18.—The Gov- 
ernment has issued a decree cut- 
ting the 1935 dole for unemployed 
Belgians by 350,000,000 francs (about 
$80,000,000) and told the jobless that 
refusal to accept any work offered 
would mean no pay at all. All dole 
recipients will be cnecked daily. 

The dole, which in 1934 totaled 
about $218,000,000, was limited to 
about $138,000,000 for next year, the 
state contributing 50 per cent and 
the provinces and communes 20 per 


cent each.

MARTIN INSULL DEFENSE 
TO Be BRIEF; STATE RESTS 


Trial on Embezzlement Charge; 
Samuel and 9 Others Plead Not 
Guilty in New Case.

CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—The _ State 
rested its case against Martin In- 
sull, charged with a $344,720 embez- 
zlement, today, and a brief defense 
was indicated. 

Insull’s brother, Samuel Insull Jr., 
former head of the Insull power 
and light companies, entered a plea 
of “not guilty” by proxy today in 
his second trial on criminal charges 
by the Federal Government. Attor- 
neys for Insull, his son, Samuel Jr., 
and eight business associates put 
this denial in th erecord when the 
10 defendants were arraigned before 
Federal Judge James H. Wilkerson. 
Start of the trial was postponed in- 


jdefinitely. 


The defendants were charged 
with violation of the bankruptcy 
laws by transferring assets of the 
Corporation Securities Co., in 1931, 
to New York and Chicago banks, 
when “Corp” was about to go un- 
der.

Rumored Attack on Hitler Denied.

BERLIN, Dec. 18.—"“The Reichs- 
chancellor is in the best of health.” 
This was the statement made at 
the chancellery at 5:20 p. m. today 
coincident with a flat denial of a 
report originating in Austria that 
an attempt had been made on the 
life of Adolf Hitler. A small news- 
paper in Linz, Austria, reported 
Hitler had been fired upon by a 
girl riding in a taxicab. 


Two Killed in Highway Collision.

AURORA, Ind., Dec. 18.—Three 
persons were killed yesterday in 
the collision of an automobile and 
an oil truck on a highway near 
here. The dead were identified as 
Mrs. Harry Morgan, wife of a 
Denver (Colo.) banker; her daugh- 
ter, Mary, 18, and John Budben- 
berg, 50, of Aurora, driver of the 
truck,

Arrest of Two Men. 

Postoffice inspectors arrested 
Lindsay and Gallagher at the Mu- 
nicipal Courthouse after the two 
had left Judge"Griffin’s division of 
the Court of Criminal Correctior, 
where a hearing on the State 
charges was postponed indefinitely. 

Bond for Lindsay was fixed at 
$15,000 and for Gallagher at $10,- 
000. Preliminary hearings were 
scheduled by United States Commis- 
sioner Burke for Jan. 21. 

The Federal inquiry began last 
March after Lindsay, Gallagher and 
several others had been arrested on 
the State charges, 

In addition to evidence of im- 
proper Arkansas medical licenses, 
Burt said, the inquiry disclosed 
many instances of sale of faked 
medical and chiropractic diplomas. 
The Government, he said, expects 
to produce about 40 witnesses to 
testify that they paid from $200 to 
$2500 for fraudulent diplomas and 
licenses, 

That Lindsay and his associates 
were engaged in a nation-wide traf- 
fic in diplomas and licenses was 
indicated in correspondence seized 
last April after their arrests. 

Exposure From Chance Arrest. 

Exposure of the scheme resultei 
from the chance arrest of Galla- 
gher, on a visit to St. Louis. He 
was picked up “for investigation” 
while stopping at the Lennox Hotel. 
1A letter found in Gallagher’s pos- 
session furnished the basis for the 
diploma investigation. 

Subsequently a St. Louis chiro- 
practor, Eric Ebert, admitted at a 
hearing before the Missouri State 
Board of Chiropractors that he had 
paid Lindsay $500 for a bogus med- 
ical diploma, intending to practice 
in Arkansas. His chiropractic li- 
cense, although properly issued in 
1927, was revoked by the board on 
the strength of his statement. 

Lindsay formerly was president 
of City College of Law and Finance 
in St. Louis. He severed all connec- 
tion with that institution in 1926 
and went to Kansas City, where he 
operated the Educational Aid So- 
ciety.

Francis Myers, 26-year-old shoe 


factory employe of Salem, Ill., was 
sentenced to three years in the 
United States Industrial reforma- 
tory at Chillicothe, O., yesterday by 
Federal Judge Wham at East St.

He will be placed on probation for 
five years at the expiration of his 
three-year term. His plea for im- 
mediate probation was denied. 

Myers, who pleaded guilty last 
Dec. 2, had confessed he wrote and 
mailed two letters threatening the 
life of John C. Martin, Illinois State 
Treasurer, last spring. In the first 
letter he demanded a new automo- 
bile, a house and $1900, and in the 
second $5000 in cash. The first note 
was signed “J. Dillinger,’ while the 
' second was unsigned. 

F. M. Guinn of Vandalia, IIL, 
attorney for Myers, termed the 
writing of the letters “a _ foolish 
prank or the act of a crank” and 
produced letters of residents of 
Salem and Centralia, Ill, in a plea 
for probation. 

Judge Refuses Probation. 

“I will not place on probation a 
man who comes before me charged 
with the crime of extortion or kid- 
naping,” Judge Wham said in gen- 
tencing Myers, “even though he 
comes into court with letters from 
substantial citizens—from even the 
Governor.”

Forest Service Makes Public Program for Use 
of Land as State and Federa] 
Reserves. 


By MARQUIS W.. CHILDS,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The 
United States forest service made 
public today details of the forest 
land use program which the Nation- 
al Resources Board proposed in a 
report recently made public. The 
program based upon a study of 83 
per cent of the forest land of the 
entire country, designates large 
areas in each state to be added to 
the nation’s forest reserve. 

Included in the areas recommend- 
ed for public ownership are a large 
|part of the 75,000,000 acres of sub- 
marginal farms which the National 
Resources recommended for pur- 
| Chase by the Government. 
| The Forest Serviee would _ set 
aside 8,109,000 acres in Missouri for 
| Public ownership, 836,000 acres to be 
a State reserve and 7,233,000 acres 
to be under Federal control. At 
present the Federal Government 
nas a forest reserve‘in Missouri of 
approximately 348,000 acres. Of the 
total forest area proposed for pub- 
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lic ownership, the Forest Service 
would put 7,696,000 acres under in- 
tensive management.

For Arkansas the Forest Service 
recommends “heavy public owner- 
ship for the meuntain section” and 
“dominant private ownership” in 
the rich commercial forest land of 
the southeastern part of the State, 
the latter to be interspersed with 
small state forests. The Forest 
Service program calls for a total 
of 13,057,000 acres, of which 3,251,- 
000 would be a State reserve and 
9,806,000 a Federal reserve. At pres- 
ent the State has 1,027,000 in public- 
ly owner forest lands and the Fed- 
eral Government 1,559,000 acres.

STRANGE JUDICIAL DOCTRINE. 

The lay mind stands baffled before some of the 
practical workings of our judicial system. We had 
occasion recently to comment on the paradox af- 
forded by the granting of bail to a man after con- 
viction of kidnaping, when bail had been denied him 
before conviction. Equally strange, from a lay point 
of view, was one of the instructions by the court in 
the recent trial of the gang leader Tipton on a 
charge of extortion. | 

Judge Hogan told the jurors that Tipton must be 
acquitted if they had “reasonable doubt” as to the 
nature of the claim that Tipton sought to enforce 
against the prosecuting witness, Accardi. The Court 
said, in effect, that if Tipton “honestly believed” 
that Accardi owed him money, Tipton had the legal 
right to use the means that he did use to get the 
money. These means, according to the evidence, in- 
volved invasion of Accardi’s home, threats to “punch 
the stuffing out of him” and the suggestion of a 
“little ride’—though whether this was to be a ride in 
the sinister meaning of the term was left in dispute 
between the protagonists.

For Adjectives 
To Give Beauty,

R. JOHNSON and his friends— 
J) ixose wonderful talkers—were 
discussing poetry one evening. 
Gray’s “Elegy,” they argued, is not 
a good poem. Take out the adjec- 
tives and it is commonplace. Like 
this: : 
“The curfew tolls the knell of day, 
The herd winds o’er the lea, 
The plowman homeward plods his 
way.” 

No doubt; but. add the adjectives 
and how different it is. Then it has 
rhythm, harmony, beauty, pathos. 
Admit that the poetry of Gray lies 
in his adjectives, but that is true of 
all poetry, even the poetry of life. 

Everything is commonplace until 
we add a word of meaning, a glint 
of beauty, a gleam/of vision. Then 
even common things become un- 
common, and a dull fact moves 
with the lilt and lift of a lyric. 

For example, a poet has shown us 
what the world looks like when 
stripped bare of beauty. He took 
all the adjectives out of the uni- 
verse, and the result is a skeleton 
to make old Gradgrind happy. 


“The earth is just a lot of dust, 
The sky’s a lot of air; 

The sea’s a lot of water 

That happens to be there.” 


By the same token, man is just 
a lot of skin and bone and sinew 
and nerves—nothing more! No 
mind, no heart, no faith, no high 
hope or heroic love—one can hear 
the bones rattle. Not only is there 
no life beyond the grave, but life 
has neither meaning nor music 
here. 

But how different it is when God 
adds his adjectives! “I am come,” 
He said, “that ye might have life, 
and have it more abundantly. Let 
not your heart be troubled; there 
is a house of many mansions.” 

How quickly the fog lifts, the 
windows are open, the birds are 
singing, and a whiter light from 
a higher sky floods the world. Let 
us keep the Divine adjectives, lest 
we rob life of its luster and glory. 

Take out the adjectives of God, 
and life is drab, dingy, dull. Learn 
to think in His terms and speak in 
His language, and wur fleeting days 
are seen in the poetic and prophetic 


light of faith and love!
